1, The renorts received at the Casa Rosada indioatine that the irgantine sublic 
is definitely opnosed to the sending of troous or anv gimlisr ~ilitary in 
volvement in 4orea, have set back President Peron’s original nolan for Argentina 
te be one of the first countrias to render active assistance to the United 
Nations in the {orean campeipn. 


2. leaders of the Confederacion Geisral de Trabajadorss (CGT) have advised Peren 
that labor is in favor of conmnlete neutrality in the Aoraan strigele. 


3. The Oficina de Gontrol del Estado (%CE) has econtiiwed to report to the President 
thas the younger officers of the Argentine armed forces are increasingly apainst 
any active collaboration in the ‘orsan war. However, the OC™ has recommended 
that the Argentine governvent send fool and medical snoslies when the “nited 
Nations so requests, 


4. The Argentine imbassader to Washinrton, Jeronimo Ramorino, who is now in 
Buenos \ires, has reportedly reeermended to Prasident Peron that Arrentina 
send some kind of aid as muickly as possible through the umified command of 
the 'Inited Nations. Remorino hss oninted ont that United States of*icials 
are carsfully watching Argentina's attitude on this question, ani any rove 
ade now b Argentina would ba very favorably received in Jashington. 


5. Source reoorted that as of mid-August there had been no indication that the 
Gasa Rosada was conterolating sending any troons, or oven aid in the form 
of Sood, macical sunnlies, and so forth, 


6 The Radical Party (UCR) is renorted to be faced with a nnssible srlit over 
the attitude to be taken on the international nolier of tho United States. 
A dissident group within the UCR nlans to meet in Sordoba on 2 Sentember to 
prenare a statememt endovsing the Mnited States ocosition in Korea. and haking 
a strong stand against Communisin, thercby endeavoring to obtain "the packing 
of the United States Umbassy." 


7. Source reported that the reason President Peron made some unnecessarily harsh 
remarks arainst the ‘nited States in his recent sneech before the convencion 
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of surgeons was that Peron still remembers that irrentina was nob invited 
GO 8 Simi lor convention in the United States because of the attitude of

tne United States saeainst his governme t at that time, 


Orders have yeen sent ont from Casa Rotiada to the Sarbsecretaria de tn 
foraielonse to continue the "Third Position" prooseanda for the time hein. 


The OG is also planning to intensify Peronista nropagauds in other Latin 
American countries and is compiling a list of kev nersons in Latin America 
wie ean be “heught"™ to esrry out such propaganda in their om countrias. 

The OGE is nreeseding cautiously in this regard, according to source, as tre 
ramificabions of the Henrotin esnionage case in Urupnxy have caused con- 
siderable concern in Casa Rosads cireles.*
